Open  a good  space  in  the  soil  and  spread  out  roots;  never  cramp  them  into  a small  hole.  Do  not 
let  manure  come  in  contact  with  roots,  but  place  it  underneath  and  a layer  of  soil  on  top.  If  the 
rose  is  a bush  plant,  set  it  so  deep  that  only  branches  are  visible  above  the  ground  and  never  the 
main  stem,  but  too  deep  is  as  bad  as  too  shallow;  2 to  4 inches  of  the  lower  branches  may  be 
under  the  surface,  but  no  more.
